Struck by Lightning. 
Littite Rook, July 12. 
A special from Texarkana says that 
about 6 r. M. a storm broke, with 
heavy wind, rain and lightning. At 
7 p.m. Ghier's new lerge three-story 


brick house, almost completed, was 
struck by lightning and fell in a mass 
on top of a frame building known as 
the Paragon saloon, burying every- 
thing beneath the ruins. It was rain- 
ing in torrents at the time. The lamps 
in the saloon set fire to the ruins from 
underneath and burne I slowly upward. 
Every man and water-bucket in town 
was brought into use for water to be 
throwo on the fire, but it finally 
broke out beyond all control and 
burnt two frame buildings next to 
Paragon and now, at midnight, it is 
burning inside the ruins. Two persons 
were taken out. It is impossible to 
give the exact number buried in the 
ruins but report says between 20 and 
30. A special from Texarkana says: 
Lightning struck Ghier’s 3-story brick 
to-night. Walls fell on . Paragon's 
saloon, crushing it to atoms. About 
30 lives were lost. Some of the bodies 
have been already taken out and

Pablic sympathy is with the strikers, 
but not with their methods. They 
must certainly lose more than they 
can gain by their operations; besides, 
it is a blow that strikes at the good 
name and general prosperity of the 
country. Railway corporations are 
severely censured for allowing the 
bleckade of business, merchants ship- 
ping goods to the interior being 
anxieus to avail themselves of the 
low rates that prevailed in June, but 
were advanced on the first of this 
month. Chicago, Pittsburg, New York, 
Cleveland, Poughkeepsie, Boston and 
other points report strikes, lockouts 
and various labor troubles to the seri- 
ous detriment of all concerned. Hap- 
pily we in the West have had no trou- 
“ble in that direction and are enjoying 
harmony and good order in all depart- 
ments of business. As a rule the strik- 
ers are not as well prepared to main- 
tain their ground as their employers, 
from the fact that most of the manu- 
factories have a surplus of goods on 
hand, and when they have not, they 
are enabled to operate with non-union 
men. The strikers have to depend 
upon their daily labor for the support 
of themselves and families, and these 
prolonged movements must certainly 
entail much suffering.

MINT MATTEXS. 

The Carson Bee of yesterday pub- 
lished the first of a series of charges 
laid at the door of Superiotendent 
Crawtord of the U. S. Mint. The first 
is a petition to Congress signed by 17 
late employees of that institution, 
dated Carson, March 4. 1880, praying 
that their salaries for days they were 
suspended for want of work for them 
to do be allowed. The second is a 
letter written te Hon. R. M. Daggett, 
dated April 25. 1880, and signed by 
one Dan Abell. The statement“ 
made by Abell is simply “what he 
told me,” what Mr. Cheney told 
Mrs. O. P. Willis” sandwiched in be- 
tween what some banker told Judge 
Beatty,“ etc. The whole thing sim- 
mered down is that Superintendent 
Crawtord sent a lot of Mint sweep- 
ings to the reduction works st Sacra- 
mento.to be worked, and that a 
hanker, and partner of Judge Beatty, 
had told one James H. Cheney that the

Tne Egyptian army is greatly de- 
moralized and in full retreat towards 
the interior. The European quarter 
of the town, including the exchange 
and ‘telegraph office, is entirely de- 
stroyed. The city was set on fire by 
released convicts, who committed hor- 
rible atrocities. The telegraph ship 
Chiltern is crowded with survivors, 
who fought their way to the beach, 
from whence the boats of the ficet re- 
moved them. They report having 
passed a dreadful night, defending 
themselves desperately. One hundred 
Europeans and other Christians in the 
Ottoman Bank and adjoining build- 
ings were massacred. Part of the 
fleet is now leaving for Port Said. The 
whereabouts of the Khedive is un- 
known.

The Prohibitiouist Convention 
San Francisco, July 12.

Should the Re- 
publican party fail to comply with 
the demand of the convention or at- 
tempt to straddle the issue, then the 
convention will put an independent 
prohibition ticket in the field, having 
upon it Temperence men pledged to 
the enforcement of the Sunday law.
